To run 
an engine a man must feel his res]>oii- 
sibility and keep his head level. I don't 
believe half the people know what it is 
to run an engine. Now, there's the ma- 
chine; that's the first thing, and it has 
to be in good order, and stay so, A 
locomotive hns to stand wear and tiiar 
and weather that'd knock a statiotiai y 
engine into sinihereens. And no ma t- 
ter what eme.'-gency rises — frfie/.ing of 
pipes, or starting of flues, a loosening 
of packing, or beating of journals- -we'- 
ve got to know just what to do, and to 
do it (piick, too; then when we're run- 
ning there's the time cards and pretty 
often a tiew one; ami the train or- 
ders — they are life and death and re 
putatioQ to us, and to read 'etu correct 
and to live up to 'em gives us no end 
of anxiety. But I've read a train order 
over a dozen times in an hour- 1 am al 
■ways so afraid of making a mistake or 
forgetting. You know the conse- 
quences of even a little mistake, some 
'times. Then there's the signals to 
watch, the conductor's gong overhead, 
steam to keep up, time to make, 
•whistle-posts and crossings to look out 
for, bad s])ot8 in the road to be careful 
on, and along with all this there's the 
track ahead of ye which your eyes 
mustn't leave for more'n live secontls. 
There's the breaks too— one is always 
worrying about them. I don't_j s'posc 
everybody knows, either, that vfa have 
to be mighty careful when we come to 
the top of a grade. You see in going up 
she labors hard, and as soon as she be- 
gins to descend she makes a rush, and 
there's the danger of breaking your 
train when the oars are still dragging 
on the up grade, ''This danger is es- 
peciallv great on freights, but no gootl 
engineer fails to shut ofl' some of his 
steam when his engine reaches a sum- 
Jnit. It isn^t every fool can run !i loco-

'riie PhillinriiKiiiic Hull is at preaoiit 
tlio only builtliiii; in Victnria cupiiblo of 
aecominodiiting lUiyUiing like ii hirgts itii- 
dience, and while this ought to be u very 
satisfactory cunditioii of thtiiiss tu the 
lessBOS one would think it would .also bo 
an mUlitiuiiiil iriceiitivu to thoni to inuke 
thuii- hiill lit (jiice 3;ifo and attractivo. This 
does not, however, a|i[)ear to bo the ease. 
When there was a packed audience on the 
■. night of the Emoraon's nunstrela the 
grave absence of provision for rupidly 
clearing the hall in case of necessity bc- 
ciinieappuront: and liftontion was publicly 
drawn to it. The chief engineer estimated 
if a panic had taken place that night (and 
to ft panic one nii^ht is as ixood as aiiotlier) 
at least 100 lives iiiu.st liave been lo.it, but 
Mr. Reid, one of the perfoiinera, well ac- 
quuinted with the pecu'iaritiea of halls 
from lony experience, said he clid not be- 
lieve 200 people would escape. Now these 
statements were either ba.seleaa fabnca- 
tiuna or they were true. If true the 
leasees ouylu to have been 1,'lad to uvail 
themselves of the facts brought to their 
notice and to remedy the evil. Either they 
were iiicurrin;.; a heavy responsibility (jr 
they were not, or they wore so i)ar3imoii- 
iuua that they were willing that other peo- 
ple should take their chances rather than 
spend the few dollars reijuired to make 
the hall aafe. To those acquainted with 
these matters this ia nothing unusual, as 
even trustees of churches are often grossly 
ignorant or insensible on tliia point or, ai 
least, cling obstinately to the probability 
that an accident is not likely to haiiijen, 
though luindred.s of people are constantly 
destroyed before their eyes in thea'.res, 
churches, schools and other public build- 
uigs from simple lack of proper precau- 
tion — and yet all these people themselves 
believed that the probabilities were in 
their favor, and only against people some- 
where else. It was no wonder, then, that 
the Philharmonic Hall people should feel 
themselves slightly aggrieved if not perse- 
cuted by being obliged to put their hall 
ill a safe condition for a public au- 
dience, and it has required considerable 
persuasion to induce them to do it. Their 
lirat essay was not satisfactory and the ar- 
ticle ill this paper on Friday morning 
was really a protest based on the conclu- 
sions of the chief engineer of the (ire de- 
partment. On visiting the hall on Friday 
afternoon, however, Engineer Phillips 
found that further alterations had been 
made in view of the hall being occupied 
by an audience that night, 'i'he double 
dooraon the west side had been made to 
open outwards; the pariition before thu 
iimin entrance had been sawn through so 
that it could be easily kicked down in ca.ie 
of necessity. The d(Hjr on the side of the 
I'avillion, though without hinges, had 
been made to pull outward and was so 
cured inside by a wooden bar, and lastly, 
the alleyway had been cleared of obstruc- 
tions. The engineer notwithstanding these 
ertbrts still considers the means of an e.xit 
in an emergency insufficient and inlend.s 
to forward yet another protest l,o the city 
council on the subject. In the face of all 
this the Standard in an article yesterday 
morning says that the alterations which 
liad been made up to Friday night have 
made the Philharmonic hall perfectly safe! 
and that the whole thing is a trick of Tin: 
Colimist to pronuite the building of a brick 
theatre which could not possibly pay on a 
plot of ground which the proprietor is mil 
anxious to part with for that unremiiiier- 
utivB purpose. Tin' (Jidmiisl ia in fav(.ir of 
a new theatre, but choice building lota 
in Victoria are too expensive to devote to 
such a purpose under existing conditions. 
The burden I'f the Standard's .articles f(M- 
the last two years bas nevertheless been 
the urgent want of a new theatre, oven 
when the old theatre and the Philhar- 
monic hall were both in existence. One 
of these buildings no hjiigcr e.xiats, and 
the Standard nosv say.s it nui.it be evident 
"to the observing man" that an e.x[)on- 
sive theatre couitl not pay for a long lime. 
If also says that in the days of the old 
theatre, 'jiu: Oolunint never said a word 
about the safety of public audiences. It 
is only just to aay that at that era a groat 
many ideas of public safety and conveni- 
ence were not known in Victoria, which 
have since found their way there. For 
instunco there was no idea about sweeping 
the gutters every innrniiig, nr that the 
public sidewalka ought to bo kept clear of 
))i ivato obstructions or that the hackmen 
ahould be regulated, and as for the idea 
of making the doors cjf chufches, theatres 
and other public buildinga open outwards 
it would have been deemed something 
against the traditions if not the bylaws of 
the city, us all doors from Noah's ark 
downward were suppoaed to have opened 
inwards and joiners, contractors and archi- 
tects had always made thorn ao, and would 
probably do ho yet, e.xeei)t for the new 
lii'ht that haa been sluui upon thoin by 
the building bylaw, at least as regards 
buildings intended for public audiences. 
In the mean while, wo have no doubt the 
engineer will conliiiuo to look after public 
buildin"s, and insist that their door shall 
at leaat" open outwards instead oi in- 
wards; that people will be prevented 
making dust bins of the gutters, that the 



sidewalks will bo kept free from obstruc- 
tion and that the hack atanda will bo fin- 
ally settled notwithstanding the protests 
of all injured parties to' the contrary. 
Habit and custom are so much a part of 
ourselves that all reforms are disagreeable 
ill their coininencement, and even the re- 
form of the Standard to a course of ver- 
acity and consistency, if it were possible, 
would doubtless be as painful as any other. 

Religious liit<;lli{;eiicc. 

If the proportion of church mombora to 
the population is the measure of religion 
in a community then is llicliinond, Va., 
one of the most pious cities in the country 
more than a third of its meiiibera being 
enrolled as communicants in the 53 evan- 
gelical churcliea of the city. 

An exchange furniahes us with the fact 
that, "fifty years ago thirty Baptist 
churches in Maryland declared tliumaolvea 
opposed to missions, while two alone took 
the stand in f.ivor of them. The two in- 
creased to thouaanda while the anti-niis- 
aion churches diminished till they now 
only number seven or eight pui-soiis." 

There will be a new Catholic church 
erected on San Juan Island, Straits of 
Georgia, this summer. The materials are 
on the ground for this purpose and the 
work of building will soon begin.

NooTSACK, April Kith, 1884. 
Oil tlieLMth of February last Air. 0.ttor- 
inaii waa repairing the telegrajili line three 
inilea northeast of Heil's house wIumi Lim^ 
Sam passed him carrying what is called a 
Hudson Bay musket. On Osternian .isk- 
ing where he was going, Luie tidd him he 
was going to Nootsaok one-half mile 
northeast of liell's. The aaiiic Indniii waa 
mot by R. Breckenridgu, and shortly after 
one o'clock ho was seen by Jlr. \N ischer 
about three hundred ynrds from the house 
of the murdered [nun. U.storman riding 
by the place fancied ho hoard cries. 
When siine rods from the house Mr. 
Bell ran out luddiiig a letter he wished 
taken to N( otaack ; O.itennan turned back 
to the gite but did net diamount.took the 
letter and chatted possibly live minutes 
with Boll and again rodu on. One- half a 
mile nearer tho crossing Ostorman met 
the Qillia family returning from cliiircn. 
The younger moinbora who were in ad- 
vance of Mr. GiUia, passed on seeing noih- 
ini; unusual. The door being slightly ajar 
Mr. OiUia oil reaching tho place noticed 
a dense smoke, run iii, found the back 
part of tho house (used as n st(ire)in llames 
and Mr. Boll lying on ihe thiesliuld of 
the two rooms and with difliculty dragged 
him out of the houao. Hu was already 
dead, the coroner's verdicl being that 
deuth had been itiatantaneous resulting 
from 'a largo bullet passing through hiahead 
from the back and c<iiniiig out at the eye, 
and breakini; hia neck.

The chief justice addresaing the pri- 
aonef said he had been convicted of wil- 
ful murder and the prisoner knew and 
everybody knew, what the Book said in 
regard to that crime. Had the prisoner 
anything to aay why aontonce of death 
should not bo carrrud out. 

Mr. Wilson, tho prisoner's eouiisel said 
he could advance nothing from a legal 
point of viuw; he would, however, ask 
that the prisoner bo respited. 

Tho chief justice aaid if sentence be 
passed it was a question who should re- 
spito the priaouer. Fiu'iuerly it waa tho 
practice of tho judge to refer tho case to 
the governinoiit, '.rho law in Canada waa 
that seiitouco should be carried out on 
judgment. After the province joined the 
Dominion, ho suggested tho British Co 
luinbia method be adopted and it had been 
80. It waa true the jury had made no 
mention of extenuating circumstances, 
but iiiorely recommended the prisoner to 
mercy. 

Mr. Wilson thought it was in the minds 
of the' jury" when they brought in thoir 
verdict that his lordship had power to deal 
with the punishment. 

The chief justice aaid ho had already 
coininunicated with tho secretary of state 
on the matter. The fear as to the punish - 
meikt which might bo inflicted on a pri- 
soner should not influence a jury, nor had 
it in this case.

Scientific Scraps.^ 

The relative efficiency of electricity, 
g!iH and oil for us in . lighthouses is be- 
fiig tostod in luisjland. where the Trini- 
ty "Board has selected certain ranges, 
about three miles inland from the 
South Foreland li','litliouse, ns lines of 
observation, iiloui; wliicli measurements 
are to lie inudu. 1'lies6 exi)crinients are 
exi)ected to lust several mouths. 

A new steel is being produced by a 
company in Sheffield. Eng., which, if 
reports are true, will be of great value 
to the railway as well as the nianu- 
fncturing world. Tlio jiroduL-c ia made 
by adding from 7 to 20 per cent of "the 
ordinary ferro-nianganose of commerce 
to iron either wholly or to a good ex- 
tent decarbonized and refined, and 
treated by any of the ordinary process 
es, or to steel" produced by such pro- 
cesses. " 

A new sy.stem of cable lino raihv.iy 
is to be trieiJ in Idaho, between Hail- 
ey, the northern ter-niuus of the Wood 
river branch of the Oregon Short Line, 
and Ketchuui, a town ten and a half 
miles dial ant. The pulleys carrying the 
cable will be above the track, which is 
of three-foot gague. 'Hie necessary pow- 
er is derived from the current of the 
Wood river, at a point where the water 
has a velocity of (low of si.^ty five feet 
per minute. 

To remove the unpleasant taste 
which is fretjuently observable from 
new wooden vessels is a thing difficult 
of acconi|ilishment. The Hren/nuj world 
says that the simplest plan, and one 
that will succeed in most cases, is to 
scald them thoroughly several times in 
boiling water; then dissolve some pearl- 
ash or soda in lukewarm water, adding 
a little lime to it, then wash the inside 
of the vessel well in the solution. After- 
ward scalil them several times thorough- 
Iv as boforo. 

An ingeiuouH device to jirevent boil- 
er cxploisions lias recently been patent- 
ed. It consists of an electric battery on 
the wall near the boiler, connected 
with a gong by negative and positive 
wires. These wires run to the v.ater- 
gauge and connect witii a glass bulb 
tilled with mercury. When the water 
falls below the point of attachment the 
steam rushes into the space surround- 
ing the mercury bulb and the mercury 
expands. As it rises in the tube it 
come.s in contact with a platinum wire, 
thus closing the electric circuit and 
ringing the alarm bell. When water is 
pumped into the boiler it forces the 
steam back, breaks the circuit and puts 
the alarm in working order again. This 
invention recomwenda itself on account 
of its simplicity. 

Wlial's the Matter on tlic Iflooii! 

Signs of peculiar and di!cisive chang- 
es were observed ou the slender cres- 
cent of the present new moon. An as- 
trodonior within the past ten days 
claims to have discovered something 
unusual going on in the great peak of 
'i'ycho Brahe, a bi;; mountain which 
has always been a iiroininent object on 
the eastern side of the moon. Tycbo is 
a volcanic crater nearly 20,000 feet 
high ami hfty miles in diameter, and 
it had up to within a few days a [leak 
a mile high standing in this crater. 

This peak, which was only a bright 
spot in the raid.st of "black crater, has 
suddenly grown to be a gigantic moun- 
tain, nearly tilling the entire basin of 
the crater and towering above every 
other mountain in the moon. It is esti- 
mated now to be thrice as high as it 
was, and promises some startling plu;- 
nomena. 

The moon has been called a dead 
globe, but if its internal lires can give 
it any claims to life it is certainly a 
living corpse. The signs of a renewal 
of volcanic action, which began to be 
discussed a century ago, are now not 
merely scientific nuts to be cracked by 
the astronomers but they are claimed 
U) be facts for the people. — IJarl/ord 



TIh> Sii|»-slio<l U'rilors. 

How many pros(; writers are there 
in England whose works are well 
known and popular, and who.se prose 
style would statisfy a duly fastidious 
critic? I confess — and I should not i)re 
sume to say so if 1 did not think 1 am 
but one of many who experience a 
similar difficulty — I find most I'lnglish 
Ijookri of to-dav hai'd to read by reason 
of their style. They otlend by the 
familiarity either of carelessness or of 
excessive coloring. They have either 
no manner or too much manner. They 
are either awkwai-d or jaunty. They 
lack measure, reserve, composure; in a 
word, they ai'c delicieiit in self-restraint 
and self-respect. If they art Letters, 
they do not belong to the Aristocracy 
of Letters. When Napoleon took Tal- 
leyrand by the car in tbe presence of his 
entire Otmrt, tli(! Minister not unnatur- 
ally rcmark(.'d, "What a jiite so gr.iat 
a man should be so il I- hrcd !" It is a 
common thing nosvadays for writers 
who have not even i he excu.se of great- 
ness to "take lh(! public by the car," 
and the public, unfortunately, are not 
so fastidious as the Bishop of Autun. 

Elkctuic Fisiii;s. --'rherc a e at least 
a dozen s[)ecies of tishes wliiclj are alone 
among animals in the possession of 
electric organs - truly the most remarka- 
ble weapons in the entire animal ar- 
mory. The application of electricity to 
the arts is one of the proude.st achieve- 
ments of the Nineteenth century man; 
yet those (islies, there is little reason 
to doubt, applieti their electi'ic batteri- 
es to the art of ca[)turing their pray 
long before man had come into exist- 
ence. That those natural batteries ex- 
hibit true electric pbenoitiena is shown 
by their currents behaving in extactly 
the same way as those produced arti 
iiciallv; thus, says (iunther, "they ren- 
der the needle magnetic, decompo.se 
chemical compounds, anil emit the 
spark." To receive a shock, it is as 
jiecessary in the one apparatus as iti 
the other that contact should be made 



at tv/o points in order to complete the 
circuit. The various species of electri- 
cally armed fishes are not as might 
have been expected from the common 
possession of so unique a weapon, by 
any moans all closely related. They be- 
long to three widely diflerent groups — 
namely; rays, eels, and sheathtishos— 
which would seem to indicate that elec- 
tric organs have originated independ- 
ently in each group. The electric eel of 
South American rivers is the most pow- 
erful of those creatures, growing to a 
length of six feet, and provided with a 
pair of batteries containing some hun- 
dieds of minute cells copiously suppli- 
ed with nerves. — Longman's Magazine.
